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A GOOD LETTER 


Back toward the end of last 
year the editor of this paper re- 
ceived a long but very interest- 
ing anonymous letter which took 
up, under numbered headings, 
five subjects: 1.

Every once in a while we’ve 
taken that letter out and reread 
it, for it seems to be the sincere 
and careful expression of the 
sentiments of a man who be- 
lieves strongly that trade unions 
are necessary, but who is so dis- 
tressed by some of their failings 
that he is inclined to believe it 
might be good for them to suffer | 
a severe setback on the chance 
that good might come of it. 

On. the political side, perhaps 
he doesn’t alow enough for the 
difficulties politicians face, 
though heaven knows some of 
his strictures seem justified. 
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ANONYMITY 


But perhaps his most interest- 
ing discussion is of letters to the 
editor. He feels that since the 
Tribune stopped printing anony- 
mous letters that paper’s letters 
column has been less interesting. 
He feels that East Bay Labor 
Journal also has less interesting 
letters than it would have if 
anonymous ones were run. 

He argues that while “it is 
Supposed to be manly and hon- 
orable to sign one’s name” to 
anything going in a publication, 
“it isn’t necessarily so, nor was 
it always so. For example, the 
Federalist papers, and people 
like Hamilton and Jefferson on 
occasion did not sign their 
names.” 

He contends that unions are 
like any other institution, mem- 
bers often fear to sign their 
names because they thi offi- 
cers or members of the?Ristitu- 


tion might punish them'®yr. it.

Strike sanction granted 
to Sign Painters by BTC 


Sign Painters Local- 878 was 
granted strike sanction by the 


Building Trades Council this 


week after B. Rhodes Tooke, sec- 
retary-treasurer of that union, 
outlined the difficulties-encoun- 


tered in negotiations with both’ 


the outdoor advertising com- 
panies and the neon sign people. 

Tooke said that negotiations 
had reached a seeming stalemate 
with the outdoor advertising 
firms, and that things didn’t 
look to promising in the negoti- 
ations with the neon people. 

In the case of the outdoor ad- 
vertising companies, he said that 
the union had made 6 proposals, 
and the companies had come 
back with 32 counter proposals. 


Tooke said that he felt things 
had reached a stage where a 
Standby strike sanction was nec- 
essary.

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HOW TO BUY 


If yowre short of money

With average wages down and 
unemployment up the recession 
is aggravating wage-earners’ fi- 
nancial problems to put it mildly. 
If you’ve been affected, the big 
danger is that by the time the 
recession is over you may end up 
so heavily in debt it may take 
years to pull yourself out. This is 
a situation in which working 
people start borrowing from one 
lender to pay another, and be- 
come obligated for heavy inter- 
est payments. 

So far Social Security pay- 
ments, unemployment compen- 
sation and other Government 
payments have taken up about 
half the nationwide drop in 
wages. Social Security especially 
is proving to be a life-saving 
cushion for older workers as they 
are laid off or work only part 
time. Applications for Social Se- 
curity retirement benefits have 
risen 15 percent in recent 
months. 

But debt problems are begin- 
ning to brew for many families, 
especially as their unemployment 
compensation runs out. 

If you do get into a financial 
crisis in this period, here are 
policies that may help protect 
you: 

1—Use your credit union’s 
help. It can provide useful guid- 
ance and service in a crisis. 

2—Beware of excessive inter- 
est charges and‘high fees exact- 
ed by debt consolidators and loan 
companies advertising “consoli- 
dation loans”. 

3—Use fully the community 
resources and services available 
to working families caught in an 
emergency. 

To the honor of the credit un- 
ions, they are not experiencing 
the delinquencies and emergency 
borrowing somé banks, insurance 
companies and finance com- 
panies are encountering. This 
reporter contacted credit unions 
at five big factories which have 
had layoffs of as much as half 
their forces. All reported no ad- 
ditional collection problems or 
financial emergencies among 
members. 

In this crisis, the credit unions 


are doing the job they were de-! 


Signed to do, reports John Short, 
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treasurer of a large factory cred- 
it union. For one thing, they are 
battling the “consolidation 
loans” promoted by small-loan 
companies by (1) educating 
members to the true costs of 
such loans (generally 18 to 30 
percent a year) and (2) provid- 
ing their own consolidation loans 
at lower cost, generally 7-12 per- 
cent. 

All a debt consolidator can do 
for you is arrange with your 
creditors to stretch your pay- 
ments, and work out an emer- 
gency budget. The budget allows 
you the minimum you can live 
toe so that there is something 
left each week to pay your debts. 
This you may be able to do for 
yourself. 
| If your creditors won’t agree 
to stretch out your payments, 
you may be able to enlist the 
family service or community 
service agency in your town, or 
your credit union, to persuade 
them it’s better to get a little 
each month than possibly noth- 
ing. But don’t stretch payments 
further than you need to. You 
have to pay interest for a longer 
time. 

If you have the kind of life 
insurance that has cash-sur- 
render value, you can borrow on 
it. This is probably the lowest- 
cost loan you can get. It’s gener- 
ally available at a true interest 
rate of 5 percent a year. If you 
have a fairly largé cash value 
built up, you can sometimes use 
the policy as collateral to get a 
bank loan at a lower rate. But 
if the value is only a couple of 
hundred dollars, you may not be 
able to beat the insurance com- 
pany charge. 


Women’s wage 

| still lagging 

| Although more and more wom- 
en are working, they still trail 
‘male workers by a big margin 
in the battle for higher incomes. 
, Latest figures by the Department 
,of Labor show that since World 
War II the average income of 
men has just about doubled 
with the average income of wom- 
‘en increasing only 27 percent or 
_far less than the increase in the 
cost of living. 

Only 15 percent of women 
workers have incomes of $3,000 
or more while 59 percent of men 
workers have incomes in the 
brackets above $3,000. — United 
Mine Workers Journal.

COFFEE DRINKING is known 
the world over as an American 
custom, yet how many Americans 
drink coffee habitually that is 
well made and of good flavor? 

Experts on both coffee and tea 
are agreed that scrupulous clean- 
ing of the pot in which the drink 
is made is essential. Yet how 
many of us are really scrupulous 
about this? 

Metal pot interiors and baskets 
should be rubbed clean with a 
steel-wool-and-soap pad. Glass 
or enamel pots should be cleaned 
wtih powder-type cleansers. 
Washing a coffee pot this way 
removes tiny particles of coffee 
oils that cling to the interior and 
impair the brew’s flavor. 

Such are the instructions one 
encounters from time to time. 
How often, one wonders, does one 
encounter coffee made in such 
thoroughly cleansed pots? 


RESTAURANTS where one 
gets pretty good food often serve 
very ordinary coffee. 

Many private homes are fur- 
nished with various expensive 
and elaborate coffee-making de- 
vices, but the coffee tastes like 
the standard mud diluted with 
stale water. 


A SUSPICION worth consider- 
ing is that many of us drink 
coffee for two things: caffeine 
and companionability. We crave 
the drug, and we enjoy talking 
with family or friends over a 
steaming—well, sometimes not so 
steamy, but lukewarm — cup of 
the stuff. 

As in so many other matters, 
the cultivating of more discrimi- 
nating taste would bring occa- 
sionally great pleasure — and a 
cynic might add that it would 
bring frequent discomfort in the 
presence of a poor cup.

EVERY HOUSEWIFE looks 
eagerly each week to see if any 
of the food stuffs she has to buy 
to feed her family have gone 
down in price. 

They haven’t! In many cases 
they have gone up. 

According to Dr. Valdemar 
Carlson, professor of economics 
at Antioch College, who has been 
speaking in this area recently, 
prices just aren’t going to go 
down. 

“Even in automobiles,” said 
the professor, the manufacturers 
prices remain the same. Any re- 
ductions you may find are given 
by the overstocked dealer, and 
the same is true of many other 
items.” 

The real reason for all this is 
that production costs have not 
gone down, and are not likely to. 
In the matter of food, these costs 
have gone up enormously#due to 
what the advertisers like to call 
“consumer demand” for pre- 
packaging, pre-cooking and 
processing of various kinds. 


Time was when we went to 
the store and bought nuts in the 
shell by the pound. Now they 
come shelled, slivered, cut up 
and ail that, in neat little cello- 
phane packages. Very few buyery 
stop to figure out how much 
more they are paying. 

Once we bought potatoes, 
peeled them, boiled them, 
mashed them, made them into 
patties and fried them. Now they 
come frozen, ready cooked, and 
the housewife has merely te 
“thaw and heat.” 


It is true that today many 
women work and find these pre- 
pared foods a godsend in their 
busy lives. Others have never 
learned to cook, or consider it 
only sensible to do things the 
easiest way. 


Then tnere are aiready many 
young , housewives who have 
grown up in the “quick mix” and 
“thaw and heat” school of cook- 
ery. They are not likely to get 


its fat content. Best for baking!interested in slower or more 


and broiling are fat fish such as 
salmon, shad, mackerel, lake 
trout and whitefish. 

Lean fish such as cod, flound-- 
er, haddock, pike, rosefish, sea 
bass, striped bass, perch and 
carp are preferred for cooking 
in water because they are firm- 
er after cooking. But they may 
be baked or broiled if basted 
with melted fat. Both fat and 
lean fish are suitable for frying. 

Most important point in fish 
cookery — don’t overcook. Cook 
just until flesh can be easily 
flaked. There is no tough fish, 
requiring long, slow cooking to 
tenderize. Overcooking causes 


the fish to become dry and’ 


chewy. 

Handle fish as little as possible 
during and after cooking. Fish 
flesh is tender and delicate. 
Turning many times durin g 
cooking tends to harm the ap- 
pearance of the final product.— 
United Mine Workers Journal.

Everywoman’s Magazine, dis- 
tributed through many grocery

Secretary George Johns of the 
San Francisco Labor Council 
wired AFLCIO President George 
Meany Monday, March 31, that 
the Teamsters “stand disaffili- 
ated” from that council. Meany 
had set a deadline of April 1 for 
their removal. 

At the meeitng of the council 
last week several speakers ex- 
pressed regret that the Team- 
sters were leaving. Joseph Diviny, 
chairman of the Teamsters Joint 
Council, announced that the 22 
locals of the union affiliated 
with the S. F. Labor Council 
were withdrawing to avoid em- 
barrassing the council. 

Jack Goldberger of the News- 
drivers, an affiliate of the Team- 
sters, is remaining as a dele- 
gate from the Musicians. He 
qualifies as a trap drummer. 
Tony Cancilla of the Chauffeurs 
stays on as a delegate from the 
Production Machinists. 


Knowland seeking (Electricians 595 


‘missing people’ 

Senator Knowland has started 
to advertise in the classified col- 
umns of the daily papers for 
those voters who will be missing 
in November from his voting list 
for Governor. 

Central Labor Council dele- 
gates at the meeting this week 
were amused as some of the ad- 
vertisements were read out. 

One of them was published in 
the Examiner under the heading, 
“Inquiries for Missing People,” 
and read as follows: 

“LOST, somewhere in Califor- 
nia, rights of working union 
members to run their own union 
business. Regain your rights 
from labor bosses. Replies strict- 
ly confidential. Knowland for 
Governor, 23 Grant Ave., S. F.” 

CLC Assistant Secretary Art 
Hellender said that through co- 
operation with Bob Rivers of 
Communications Workers 9490 it 
had been arranged that some 
CWA people had called at the 
Knowland headquarters men- 
tioned in the ad, and had been 
informed that “we know some 
people very high up in the phone 
company, so you needn’t worry 
about saying anything to us in 
confidence.” 

The inquisitive unionists were 
handed some Knowland cam- 
paign literature showing all the 
wonders he’d accomplish for 
downtrodden unionists if he be- 
came Governor, and were told 
that the great man, in person, 
not a moving picture, was to be 
out here soon, and that arrange- 
ments could be made to have 
them meet him. 

The unionists gathered that 
if they were lucky they might 
have a chance to shake the 
great mogul’s hand, or have 
theirs shaken by him. However,

people registered 


Local 595, International Broth- 
erhood of Electrical Workers, 
now has 93% of its 1651 mem- 
bers registered, but the last 450 
didn’t happen by sheer accident. 

In fact, a lot of hard work 
was put in by a registration 
committee of which Jack R. 
Johnston is chairman, with 
Chester Baker, Edward Folkow- 
ski, William M. Smock, and S. 
E. Rockwell as members. 

In the first place, a careful 
check was made, and it was 
found that 1375 members reside 
in Alameda County, 178 in Con- 
tra Costa County, and 98 in other 
counties. 

Then through cooperation 
with the county clerks it was 
found that there were 450 still 
not registered. As early as Janu- 
ary 21 letters were sent to all 
these, with an enclosed card 
they were asked to return to 
“inform this office of the action 
you have taken with regard to 
this matter.” 

Still another communication 
went, with a card on which the 
recipient could state whether he 
and his wife had registered yet. 

One of the communications 
said: 

“As a union man, it is your 
duty to register and vote and 
stand shoulder to shoulder with 
your fellow workers who vote. 
With candidates running for of- 
fice this year who are opposed 
to organized labor, and with 
much anti-labor legislation pro- 
posed, for your own good and 
the welfare of your family, you 
MUST REGISTER NOW.”

Roe of Carpenters 


Charles Roe, business repre- 
sentative, Hayward Carpenters 
1622, and Leonard Seeley, chair- 
| man of the code of ethics of the 
Southern Alameda County Board 
of Realtors, were co-sponsors of 
a meeting with the press and 
officers of the Board of Realtors 
held at the Villa Lorenzo to dis- 
cuss the possible advantages of 
the Sparkman Housing Bill. 


“T hope the money manipula- 
tors have learned the lesson that 
tight money is certainly not the 
road to a stabilized and good 
economy,” said Seeley. 


“The record shows that the 
home buyer has stimulated our 
economy to high peaks. The la- 
boring man and his family must 
have a low down payment and 
long term loan if he is to pro- 
vide adequate shelter for his 
family. If the money interests 
will loan as per the schedule of 
the Sparkman Bill it could mean 
fuller employment and a higher 
economy.” 


Roe said that the Sparkman 
Bill on the face of it contains 
many “permissible features” 
which would make money avail- 
able on the basis of need under 
present conditions and further- 
more would recognize the move- 
ment of the population and nor- 
mal family growth. This should 
make for an immediate benefici- 
ent effect, he declared. 


“If it is the desire of the Ad- 
ministration,” added Roe, “to 
make housing available where 
the need is the greatest, then 
the income requirement for the 
purchase of a home must be 
lowered substantially. 


“It is ironic that people whose 
credit rating is excellent are 
prevented from obtaining a 
home solely because of arbitrary 
unrealistic income requirements. 


“A revitalized construction in- 
dustry could reverse the down- 
| ward trend in our economy, and 
the responsibility for a speedy 
| economic recovery could well be 
contained in the proper admin- 
istration of the Sparkman Bill.”

the Eisenhower Administration 
interested in Mr. Eisenhower’s 
own formula: for easing the re- 
cession. 


Mr. Esenhower had said that 
unions and management should 
act in such a way that inflation 
would be avoided and the reces- 
sion ended. So. J. A. Beirne, CWA 
general president, wired to Sec-

McClellan Committee 
report & the real issue 


The McClellan Committee has now reported at length on 
the first year of its investigation of unions and employers. We 
have not had an opportunity to read the report, but from the 
outline given in the daily press gather that much of it stresses 
bad conditions which deserve to be stressed, and which those 
of us in the labor movement who wish it to be a clean and hon- 
orable movement are glad to have stressed. 

The report names and castigates unions, large and small, 
and employers, large and small, who have wandered far 
indeed from the path of rectitude. It is unfortunate, however, 
that much of what is valuable in the report is offset in the minds 
of many labor people, at least, by the way some members of 
the” committee have recently seemed more eager to “get 
Reuther than to get facts about the Kohler strike. 

Nor did the action of Senator McClellan, chairman of the 
committee, in trying some months ago to tack a Federal “right 
to work"’ amendment to a bill before the Senate, tend to cre- 
ate too much confidence in the committee's reliability. 

But be all this as it may, the nub of the issue is how much 
Federal legislation is really necessary to curb such corruption 
in unions as has been revealed by the committee. On this, 
President Meany and the great majority of the high command 
of united labor take the stand that very little beyond measures 
covering full disclosure of Welfare and pension fund operations 
is needed. 

With this stand David Dubinsky, president of the Interna- 
tional Ladies Garment Workers Union, expressed disagreement 
in January. He contends that labor's experiences with the Team- 
sters and other corruptly led unions shows the need not only 
for full disclosure through reports to Government, etc., but for 
Government power to investigate union abuses, with the right 
of subpoena, and backed up by adequate legal sanctions. 

Whether or not Dubinsky is right, he was certainly right 
as far back as 18 years ago, when at the AFL convention in 
New Orleans he introduced a resolution to bar those convicted 
of wrongdoing from holding union office. He was alert»to the 
implications of what was going on in some unions long before 
the majority of even the most honest union leaders. 

Actually, the caution of President Meany and those who 
agree with him on this matter is the product, we feel sure, of 
their realization that reactionaries like Senator Knowland take 
unfair advantage of any opening whatever against labor. 


Changes in jurisdiction 


Thomas C. Ingersoll, general manager of the Bethlehem- 
Pacific shipyard, told a press conference on the $28,000,000 
job on new freighters for the American President Lines that 
bidding by Pacific Coast shipyards on jobs will be helped by 
the “move on now by the unions to permit more general use of 
the tools of the trade by all members.” 

Ingersoll was referring, in the East Bay, to the merging of 
Welders and Burners Local 681 and. Boilermakers Local 39, 
and to the proposed merging on the other side of the bay of 
Shipfitters Local 9 and Boilermakers Local 6. 

And Thomas A. Rotell, secretary of the Pacific Coast Dis- 
trict Metal Trades Council, is quoted by the Chronicle as say- 
ing that “the welding tool is a tool of the craft and anyone 
should be able to use it.” 

As industry changes, as processes shift, lines of union or- 
ganization change with them, but slowly, due to the long 
memory the union movement has of the frightful suffering 
changes in industry in the past brought to workers. We can 
probably expect to see in the near future an acceleration of 
the rate of change in lines of union organization due to the in- 
creased rapidity of industrial change. 

The Brotherhood of Painters announced just the other day 
that a Californian, O. F. Satre, has been put in charge of a new 
organizational drive which will have as an important part the 
effort to organize on an industrial basis some of the big pre- 
fab plants. That should make some fur fly!

KOHLER HEARING BIAS 


Two influential newspapers— 
the New York Times and the 
Washington Post and Times- 
Herald—have denounced the Mc- 
Clellan committee’s “political” 
hearings on the Auto Workers 
strike at the Kohler Co. 


Other newspapers including 
the respected Louisville Courier- 
Journal and the Christian Sci- 
ence‘ Monitor have joined in 
charging three Republican com- 
mittee members—Senators Barry 
Goldwater (Ariz.), Carl T. Curtis 
(Neb.) and Karl Mundt (S. D.)— 
with “partisan maneuvering” de- 
Signed to damage the union. 


Said the Times: The commit- 
tee’s operation has “seemed to 
change—and for the worse.” 


The “bad seed” was sowed a 
year ago by the late Sen. Joseph 
R. McCarthy (R-Wis.) then a 
member, recalled the Times, 
when he announced publicly 
that when the committee should 
“get around to (UAW Pres. Wal- 
ter P.) Reuther, it would make 
Dave Beck and the Teamsters 
smell like attar of roses.” 


“Since McCarthy’s death Sen. 
Goldwater has been carrying the 
anti-Reuther, anti-UAW ball.” 
The committee, said the Times, 
has an “urgent need’ ’to conduct 
its operations “so as to avoid 
even the impression of a pre- 
meditated attack on any union 
or union Official.” 


The Washington Post charged | 
angrily that the committee had 
“lost all pretense of objectivity”

Curtis “appear to have desig- 
nated themselves counsel for the 
Kohler Co., while the Democratic 
members either absent them- 
selves out of understandable 
boredom or sit silent in an at- 
tempt to impersonate aloof ju- 
rors.” 

If the committee wants a 
“trial” of the “still-smouldering” 
UAW-Kohler dispute, said the 
Post, the company “is entitled 
to counsel less fumbling and 
bumbling” than the three GOP 
members and “the UAW is en- 
titled to representation on the 
tribunal.” 

The Louisville Courier-Journal 
declared the Goldwater-Curtis 
“efforts to make the Kohler peo- 
ple appear oppressed saints of 
free enterprise and the UAW as 
devils from some* Communist- 
inspired hell holes are ridicu- 
lous.” The newspaper called on 
Chairman John L. McClellan 
(D-Ark.) to reassert control and 
“remind his colleagues that the 
present lack of objectivity may 
bring sharper criticism.” 

The Christian Science Monitor 
said the “truth” about Kohler 
and the UAW “would be difficult 
enough to ascertain under the 
best of court conditions, let 
alone the atmosphere of partis- 
anship that pervades the Senate 
hearing chamber.” — AFLCIO

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HEAD ON TAXES 
FOR THE SCHOOLS 


Editor, Labor Journal: 


I have been watching the 
failure of district after district 
to increase its tax burden for 
the schools. I think that we all 
need to take a new look at this 
problem. 

The discussions going on in 
the Labor Council indicate that 
labor is very interested in the 
schools. The council is to be 
commended in 
know of no council in the state 
which is consistently so good a 
friend as the Alameda Council. 
Therefore it might not be amiss 
for me to broach the problem of 
school finance from a different 
angle. 

There is no doubt that the 
small homeowner is being taxed 
to the hilt and that he can ill 
afford the school taxes or any 
other burdensome taxes. We 
must face up to this fact. It is 
a fact which belongs to this gen- 
eration. 

In my youth we did not face 
this problem because only the 
rich could afford to buy a home. 
But Roosevelt changed this and 
practically every steady worker 
now purchases a home. It is get- 
ting to be a very pressing burden 
to own a home because city, 
county and special taxes are go- 
ing up all the while. 

In a recent survey 42% of the 
superintendents interviewed in 
the US said that it gets harder 
to pass higher taxes for schools 
every time an attempt is made. 

What can be done? I propose 
that the state immediately in- 
crease its foundation program 
by about $200 million dollars. 
More and more this financing 
problem should belong to the 
state. We have got to get the 
state and the national govern- 
ment to step into the picture. 

Do you vote to increase your 
national taxes? If you did the 
government would stop and 
things would be at a standstill. 
No, there are many things that 
you do not vote for except in 
an indirect way through the 
candidates you espouse. 

I think that school finance is 
as important at water finance, 
military finance etc. 

So I propose that we concen- 
trate on the state and the na- 
tional government to solve this 
problem. It will have to go in 
tha direction anyway. There will 
be no other way to go. We are 
spending about $500 million dol- 
lars in state moneys for the 
schools. 

I propose to raise it to 700 mil- 
lion. We are spending about $500 
million in local moneys. That 
makes the picture about half 
and half. 30 years ago the local 
oo paid almost the entire 

ill.
